REMARKS 

Claims 51 and 53 had previously been cancelled and claim 55 is cancelled herein without 
prejudice or disclaimer, for purposes of expediting an allowance of the application. Accordingly, 
claims 1-50, 52 and 54 are now pending in this application. Re-examination and reconsideration 
of the application, as amended, are requested. 

Entry of the present Amendment And Reply Under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 6 is requested, as no new 
issues are raised herein. As discussed below, the present Amendment And Reply cancels the 
previously rejected claim 55, to place the application in condition for allowance with allowed 
claims 1-50, 52 and 54. 

I. Claim Rejections 

Claim 55 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement, and 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 

While the grounds of these rejections are respectfully traversed, claim 55 is cancelled 
herein to expedite an allowance of the present application. Accordingly, each of the rejections of 
claim 55 is moot, in view of the cancellation of claim 55. 

II. Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-50, 52 and 54 have been allowed. Those claims remain in the application, in 
their allowed form. As those allowed claims are the only claims presently pending in the 
application, it is submitted that the application is now in condition for allowance. 

III. Conclusion: 

Favorable reconsideration and allowance of the application, as amended, is respectfully 
requested.
